On  June  30,  1989  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will  complete  thirty 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures 
of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful 
to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  he  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that 
are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formu¬ 
lations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1988  mosquito  season  started  around  the  first  of  April  with  larvae  appearing 
throughout  most  of  the  county.  Precipitation  from  January  4th  through  May  1 1th  totaled 
10  inches  of  snow  and  10  inches  of  rain.  This  was  half  the  amount  of  precipitation  during 
the  same  period  of  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  many  swamp  areas  were  only  half  filled 
with  water  while  others  remained  totally  dry.  With  fewer  available  breeding  sites  the  spring 
brood  was  much  lower  this  year. 
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On  May  23rd  all  spray  crews  started  spraying  in  areas  where  adult  populations  were 
heavy.  By  mid  season  most  of  the  spring  brood  had  been  knocked  down  and  mosquito 
populations  remained  very  light  until  early  August  when  we  had  a  flare  up  caused  by  heavy 
rain  at  the  end  of  July.  This  situation  was  quickly  brought  under  control  and  the  remainder 
of  the  season  was  relatively  mosquito  free.  There  were  no  recorded  cases  of  EE  in  Bristol 
County  during  the  1988  mosquito  season. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water  management  projects. 
At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris  from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order 
to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  normally  wet  areas. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  6.75  acres  were  larvicided  and  339 
catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year  1988  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  We 
have  all  homes  tied-into  the  sewer  system  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  one  home; 
which  at  this  time,  we  are  in  pursuit  of  litigation. 

The  board  reviewed  the  controversial  sewer  tie-in  proposal  for  “Society  Hill”  submitted 
by  the  Hovnanian  Companies  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  for  154  house  lots  in  Taunton.  The 
Board  approved  the  preliminary  plans  for  the  tie-in  in  May;  however  the  Townspeople 
requested  we  reconsider  our  decision.  The  Board  did  reconsider  our  position  and  rescinded 
our  original  decision  to  allow  the  tie-in.  At  present,  Hovnanian  is  seeking  legal  action 
against  the  Town  of  Dighton  and  City  of  Taunton. 

Mr.  Brendan  Patricks  presented  informal  information  and  drawings  of  his  proposed 
sewer  tie-n  of  Dighton  Woods  Development,  located  off  Williams  Street.  Our  Board  could 
not  make  any  decisions  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  never  presented  with  definitive  plans. 

In  1988,  our  Board  reduced  the  average  homeowner’s  sewer  bill  by  20%.  We  hope  to 
continue  reducing  the  bills  in  1989. 

In  April,  voters  reelected  Albert  Enos,  Jr.  to  another  three  year  term  to  the  Board. 
Mr.  Enos  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Hathaway  is  serving  as  our  Clerk. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  employees,  Harold  J.  Gracia,  Jr.,  Sewer  Superintendent; 
Joseph  Carlos,  Jr.,  Assistant  Superintendent;  MaryLou  Drown,  secretary,  and  Joan  Silvia, 
bookkeeper;  for  their  dedication  and  service  to  the  Board  throughout  the  past  year.  Our 
thanks  to  Town  Counsels  David  T.  and  Peter  B.  Gay;  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Highway 
Superintendent  Paul  DeMoura;  and  other  various  town  personnel  who  have  helped  us  in 
making  the  sewer  department  run  efficiently.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

This  is  the  twenty-fourth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  1988  this 
Board  conducted  thirty  three  (33)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  twenty  cases 
were  granted  and  thirteen  were  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find 
undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting 
of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  of  the  abutting  property 
owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided  some 
means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict  application 
of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be 
cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  1988  it  was  voted  to  purchase  a  custom  pumping 
engine  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department.  This  truck  will  replace  the  1953  Engine  #5. 

A  contract  was  signed  in  October  with,  Maxim  Inc.  of  Middleboro,  Mass,  for  a  1500 
GPM  Custom  Fire  Truck,  delivery  is  expected  by  late  spring  of  1989. 

In  February  1  appointed  Charles  Richardson  the  First  Full-time  Lieutenant  of  the  Fire 
Department.  He  held  that  position  until  June  when  I  accepted  his  resignation  for  very 
personal  reasons. 

His  position  on  the  Department  was  filled  by  Call  Fireman/EMT  Christopher  Ready. 
This  appointment  was  made  effective  4  July  1988. 

The  position  of  Full-time  Lieutenant  was  awarded  to  Fireman/EMT  Raymond  J.  Costa. 
This  position  became  effective  on  17  July  1988. 

In  February  a  competitive  examination  was  held  to  fill  two  (2)  new  full  time  positions. 
The  two  successful  candidates  were  Joseph  T.  White,  Jr.  and  David  L.  Tiffany,  both  are 
also  EMT’s. 

After  a  physical  examination  they  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  started  working 
full-time  on  28  March  1988. 

In  August,  our  new  ambulance  was  placed  in  service.  As  of  this  date,  the  new  ambulance 
has  performed  well  and  those  EMT’s  who  work  with  this  vehicle  are  most  pleased  with  it. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1  will  be  looking  for  funding  to  build  an  addition 
to  the  North  Fire  Station. 

Both  Fire  Stations  are  full  to  capacity  and  this  request  is  a  must  if  we  are  to  provide 
space  for  today’s  equipment. 
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This  proposed  addition  in  no  way  should  take  away  from  our  need  for  a  more  centralized 
Fire  Station  as  proposed  in  the  past. 

Many  hours  were  spent  this  year  working  on  a  Local  Emergency  Preparedness  Plan 
for  the  Town.  Every  city  and  town  was  to  have  it’s  plan  ready  by  17  October  1988.  1  am 
happy  to  report  that  Dighton  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Selectman  Frank  G.  Costa,  the 
Local  Committee  was  one  of  the  first  towns  in  the  state  to  have  it’s  plan  in  on  the  due 
date.  As  part  of  the  requirement,  a  Disaster  Drill  was  held  in  September.  The  drill  involved 
the  Emergency  Department  of  Morton  Flospital  in  Taunton,  Charlton  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Fall  River,  and  the  ICI  Americas  of  Dighton.  The  Fire  Department  treated  and  transported 
the  victims  to  the  local  hospitals.  The  drill  was  very  successful. 

As  reported  this  has  been  a  very  busy  year. 

As  in  the  past,  I  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  trust  and  support. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Fire  Department,  1  again  thank  you  for  your 
dedication.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  is  still  trying  to  find  a  suitable  person  to  assemble  the  presentation 
for  the  Dighton  Wharfs  Historical  District  materials,  so  that  the  State  Historical  Commission 
may  review  it  and  present  it  to  the  National  Registry  of  Historical  Places. 

Signs  indicating  the  Wharfs  Historical  District  have  been  placed.  The  signs  are  a  work 
of  art  and  were  created  by  Fred  Woodcock  and  John  Barradas. 

The  Commission  presented  to  the  Selectmen  a  plan  and  costs  of  a  room  in  the  basement 
of  the  Town  Hall  to  be  used  as  a  meeting  room  and  archives. 

We  have  furnished  the  Planning  Board  letters  pertaining  to  historical  features  in  land 
development  areas  and  asked  that  protection  of  these  features  become  part  of  rules  of 
development.  There  were  the  “Stout”  George  Briggs  stone  wall  on  Somerset  Avenue  and 
the  Peter  Pitts  family  graves  off  Horton  Street.  There  is  a  State  Law  pertaining  to  preset 
vation  of  family  grave  sites. 

We  examined  the  native  stone  bridge  over  the  Segregansett  River  for  the  Selectmen 
and  recommended  that  it  be  preserved  by  superimposing  a  concrete  cap  over  it  to  carry 
heavy  loads. 

On  October  23rd,  we  presented  Rita  Araujo  with  the  Gold  Headed  Cane  as  being  the 
oldest  long  time  citizen  in  Dighton.  She  had  observed  her  96th  birthday  and  had  lived  in 
Dighton  since  1918.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  met  24  times  this  past  year  for  our  regular  monthly  meetings  and 
also  held  several  special  meetings  to  discuss  and  review  several  issues.  The  Zoning  By-law 
booklet  was  updated  and  printed  in  May;  the  Board  reviewed  general  zoning  regulation 
changes  to  update  our  by-laws  to  the  Massachusetts  General  laws;  and  voted  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  in  the  future  to  update  the  subdivision  rules  and  regulations  including 
charging  a  subdivision  application  fee. 

The  Planning  Board  approved  Subdivision  Approval  Not  Required  Plans  (Form  A 
Plans)  during  this  past  year.  A  Preliminary  Plan  for  Briarwood  Estates,  off  Smith  Street 
was  withdrawn  by  the  applicants  and  a  new  Preliminary  Plan  submitted  with  the  same 
name,  Briarwood  Estates,  was  submitted  off  Horton  Street.  The  Board  approved  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  plan  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Definitive  Plan.  The  project  proposes 
30  new  homes.  The  Board  also  reviewed  the  application  of  Brendan  Patricks  for  Dighton 
Woods  Development  that  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  attended  several 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  meetings  to  discuss  this  issue.  The  Board  also  granted  an  Amended 
Industrial  Site  plan  to  the  Data  Vault  Corporation,  off  Sharps  Lot  Road  (Old  Nike  Site). 

Congratulations  to  Manuel  Ferreira  and  Robert  Danforth.  Mr  Ferreira  was  reelected 
to  another  5  year  term  in  April.  Robert  Danforth  was  recently  appointed  to  the  Board  to 
fill  the  vacancy  of  Gene  Nelson,  who  was  elected  our  newest  Selectman.  The  Planning 
Board  would  like  to  thank  MaryLou  Drown  for  her  two  years  of  service  as  our  secretary. 
The  Board  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  George  Perry,  Building 
Inspector,  Peter  and  David  Gay,  Town  Counsels  and  all  other  Boards  and  Town  Personnel 
who  have  cooperated  with  us  during  the  past  year.

For  this  year  only,  Town  Elections  were  re-scheduled  to  April.  Armand  Gagne  was 
re-elected  to  this  third  term  as  a  Selectmen.  Geoffrey  Holt  was  appointed  as  an  Assessor 
to  fill  a  vacancy  and  Robert  Danforth  was  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Planning 
Board.  In  this  special  election  of  October  3,  1988,  Gene  Nelson  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  replace  the  deceased  Wilfred  A.  Rhines.  Welcome  to  the  Board,  Gene. 

The  Board  commended  by  citation  Lawrence  Haney  and  James  Cerce  for  their  act  of 
heroism  and  courage  at  the  scene  of  an  automobile  accident  on  Williams  Street  preventing 
the  possible  loss  of  life.  Selectmen  Rhines  forwarded  their  names  to  the  Carnegie  Hero 
Foundation. 

Michael  Duddy  was  appointed  as  the  new  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Also,  the 
Board  instituted  a  new  fee  schedule  for  that  activity. 

Thomas  DiBona,  Lisa  Lach-Fletcher  and  Elizabeth  Balaschak  left  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  thank  them  for  their  time  and  service. 

After  a  twenty-seven  year  career  with  the  Town  of  Dighton,  Alfred  M.  “Brownie” 
Perry  retired  as  our  Superintendent  of  Streets.  What  can  be  said?  “Have  a  long,  healthy, 
happy  and  enjoyable  retirement.”  “You  deserve  it!”  Paul  DeMoura  replaced  “Brownie”  as 
Superintendent;  Antone  Cordeiro  replaced  Paul  as  Highway  Department  Foreman.  The 
Highway  crew  oiled  and  sand  sealed  4,300  linear  feet  of  road  on  lower  Main,  Water,  Middle, 
Smith,  Horton  Streets  and  Somerset  Avenue;  they  also  blacktop  overlaid  3,900  linear  feet 
of  road  on  Maple  and  Oak  Streets;  additionally,  800’  of  guard  rail  were  installed  on  Center 
Street.  The  drainage  project  on  Milk  Street  was  started  and  scheduled  for  completion  in 
the  Spring  of  1989.  They  are  also  the  recipients  of  two  (2)  new  vehicles  and  a  sander 
authorized  by  Annual  Town  Meeting.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  on  a  job  well  done.! 
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James  Lavigne  was  appointed  to  the  Police  Department.  We  now  have  nine  (9)  full 
time  regular  officers  which  gives  us  the  ability  to  man  all  shifts  with  regulars  using  reserves 
to  fill  in  the  “open  assignments.”  The  Town  thanks  the  Dighton  Policemen’s  Association 
for  the  donation  of  a  teletype  machine  and  thanks  Representative  Joan  Menard,  Senator-elect 
Ted  Aleixo  and  Senator  John  Parker  for  their  efforts  in  securing  the  teletype  machine.  We 
thank  the  Police  Department  for  their  service  and  protection. 

Charles  Richardson,  a  twelve  year  veteran,  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  on  the  Fire 
Department.  Later  in  the  year,  he  resigned  from  the  Fire  Department  and  was  replaced  by 
Ray  Costa  as  the  full-time  Lieutenant  and  by  Chris  Ready  as  a  Fireman/E.M.T.A.  Joseph 
White  Jr.  and  David  Tiffany  were  appointed  as  full-time  Fireman/E.M.T.A.  at  an  earlier 
time.  The  Town  Meeting  authorized  a  new  piece  of  fire  apparatus  (a  fire  truck).  The  Fire 
Department  and  its  ambulance  operation  will  need  additional  manloading  (people)  over  the 
next  few  years.  It  is  a  mid  to  long  term  goal  to  fully  man  the  Fire  Department.  We  thank 
our  Fire  Department  for  their  care  and  devotion  to  our  citizens  and  property. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  was  finally  and  rightly  re-organized  with  staggered  three 
year  terms  in  full  compliance  with  Chapter  40A.  They  are  becoming  a  very  busy  Board 
due  to  the  Comprehensive  Zoning  permitting  process. 

The  Dighton  Baseball  League  started  development  and  construction  of  their  sports 
complex  on  Town  deeded  land  on  Maple  Street. 

The  Indian  Pow-Wow,  the  Cow  Chip  Festival,  and  the  Christmas  Tree  lighting  were 
sucessful  and  well  attended  functions.  Thanks  to  all  sponsoring  organizations. 

The  Superior  Court  issued  a  temporary  injunction  against  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
regarding  the  prohibition  of  displaying  political  signs  on  private  property.  There  is  presently 
a  need  to  amend  our  zoning  code  so  as  to  comply  with  all  applicable  court  rulings. 

The  Appellate  Tax  Board  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  rendered  a  judgment 
against  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  the  matter  regarding  the  Taunton  Greyhound  Association 
property.  The  judgment  was  for  over-valuing  their  property  in  the  first  half  of  the  1980 
decade.  The  judgment  also  included  incurred  interest  and  penalty. 

The  Disaster  Study  Committee,  chaired  by  Selectmen  Frank  G.  Costa,  made  excellent 
progress  and  met  its  first  set  of  goals  that  involved  having  an  in-place,  on  the  shelf  disaster/ 
evacuation  plan.  The  Housing  Need  Study  Committee,  chaired  by  Selectmen  Gene  Nelson, 
has  been  organized  and  is  making  very  good  progress  in  its  short  term  of  existence  addressing 
the  Town’s  Housing  needs  and  establishing  possible  sites. 

The  Town  was  able  again  to  balance  its  books  with  the  infusion  of  money  from  the 
passage  and  funding  of  a  bill  that  re-imbursed  Regional  School  Districts  in  their  first  year 
of  existence.  This  coupled  with  some  economies  by  the  operating  departments  and  a  program 
of  vigorous  tax  collecting  enabled  us  to  get  on  a  sound  financial  footing. 
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Once  again,  we  must  pay  attention  to  any  uncontrolled  growth,  and  we  solicit  your 
participation  in  this  process. 

We  thank,  as  always,  Representative  Joan  Menard  for  her  many  good  deeds  and  for 
caring.  We  also  thank  Congressman  J.  Joseph  Moakley  for  his  ever  available  help  and 
assistance. 

Senator  John  Parker  and  his  wife,  Mae,  have  served  the  Town  of  Dighton  since  the 

early  years  of  the  1950's.  John  is  retiring  from  the  Massachusetts  Senate . we  wish  him 

well . we  will  miss  him . but  we  will  never  forget  him.  He  has  been  and  will  always 

be  a  true  friend  of  Dighton  and,  above  all,  a  personal  friend.  “Bon  Voyage”,  John  and  Mae. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying 
out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Board,  Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating 
Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We 
extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorneys  Peter  B.  Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay 
&  Gay  for  their  continued  invaluable  assistance.  We  extend  our  personal  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Annette  Wertz,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher,  Town 
Accountant.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Recertification  of  property  values  as  required  by  law  was  completed  and  certified  by 
the  Dept,  of  Revenue.  Tax  bills  were  mailed  on  Dec.  10th  with  payments  due  Jan.  11th. 

Land  values  in  Dighton  have  increased  dramatically  over  previous  years,  a  problem 
shared  by  surrounding  cities  and  towns,  as  evidenced  by  the  publicized  plight  of  several 
Taunton  landowners. 

Although  some,  experienced  increased  tax  bills,  most  had  small  increases  as  compared 
to  previous  years.  Actual  abatements  returned  numbered  80,  a  relatively  small  number  in 
comparison  to  the  2700  assessed  parcels.  The  Board  in  the  very  near  future  intends  to  hold 
an  informal  question  and  answer  session  regarding  land  values  and  exemptions  available  to 
property  owners.  A  discussion  of  the  filing  of  land  under  Chapter  61 A  (five  acres  or  more) 
to  lower  ones  tax  burden  will  be  included  at  that  time. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  found  it  necessary  to  expend  an  increased  amount  of  time 
on  the  job  in  regards  to  changes  in  State  laws.  Municipal  structure  and  record  keeping  have 
impelled  each  member  of  the  Board  to  continually  educated  himself  in  regards  to  the  assessing 
function.  As  a  direct  result  of  the  vast  amount  of  new  information  affecting  the  Board, 
members  have  found  it  necessary  to  expend  increasing  amounts  of  time  on  the  job.  The  on 
going  attention  of  a  full  time  Assessor  to  these  matters  can  only  benefit  the  Town  of 
Dighton  and  the  need  for  one  will  only  become  more  compelling  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  our  able  staff  for  maintaining  a  professional  office  in 
support  of  the  Citizens  of  Dighton.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  3 1 . 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth  certificate. 
Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of 
immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and 
polio  or  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have  a  physical  examination  also. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary,  Middle  School  &  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over 
Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR  and  WALE,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR-TV, 
WHIM,  WHJJ,  WNBH/WMYS,  WLNE,  WSNE  and  WAVE,  Providence;  and  WARA, 
Attleboro,  WBZ,  Boston. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  at  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close. 
In  the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  announced  over  the  radio  as 
indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils  residing  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with 
children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  herewith  submit  my  twelfth  and  final  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This 
report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  1988  calendar  year. 

With  the  close  of  school  in  June,  1988  we  completed  a  very  successful  first  year  as  a 
kindergarten  to  grade  twleve  regional  school  district.  As  the  calendar  year  draws  to  a  close 
and  this  report  is  written,  the  long-standing  relationship  between  School  Union  #37  and 
the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  also  comes  to  an  end  with  my  retirement 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  As  with  all  other  school  years  for  the  past  twenty-nine  years 
we  have  had  an  event-filled  year  with  a  focus  on  meeting  the  needs  of  the  youngsters  we  serve. 

During  the  1988-89  school  year  a  number  of  changes  will  take  place  in  the  central 
office.  Richard  Kisiel  was  appointed  as  my  replacement,  Russell  Latham  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Superintendent  of  School  Union  #37  and  was  replaced  by  Francis  Connor.  James 
Horton’s  job  description  was  revised  to  utilize  his  contruction  expertise  for  the  high  school 
addition  and  renovations.  With  the  change  in  Mr.  Horton’s  job  and  the  announced  retirement 
of  Nancy  Goulart  as  Financial/Office  Manager,  the  school  committee  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Kisiel,  Superintendent  Designee,  created  the  position  of  School  Business  Manager. 
The  Business  Manager’s  position  will  be  filled  early  in  1989.  Joan  Reed,  who  had  worked 
in  the  central  office  for  sixteen  years  accepted  the  position  of  head  secretary  for  School 
Union  #37  and  ended  her  valuable  service  to  the  district  on  June  30,  1988.  In  addition, 
Bernadette  DeRoche  and  Lois  Munroe  ended  their  valuable  services  in  the  central  office 
with  their  retirement.  The  remaining  central  office  personnel  have  made  numerous  adjust¬ 
ments  in  their  daily  responsibilities  as  a  result  of  the  aforementioned  changes. 

1  have  indicated  in  these  pages  in  the  past  how  valuable  the  central  office  support  staff 
is  to  the  success  we  achieve.  My  thanks  to  one  and  all  and  best  wishes  for  a  long,  healthy, 
happy  retirement  to  Bernie,  Nancy,  and  Lois;  and  good  luck  to  Joan  and  Russ  in  their  new 
positions. 

Last  year  I  indicated  that  two  important  events  were  pending:  the  final  Department 
of  Education  approval  and  the  beginning  of  construction  of  the  addition  and  renovations 
at  the  high  school  and  the  anticiaption  of  additional  funding  as  a  result  of  kindergarten  to 
grade  twleve  regionalization.  Both  have  become  realities!  In  fact,  construction  did  begin  on 
October  17,  1988;  the  details  of  the  first  three  months  of  work  are  recorded  in  a  report 
of  the  building  committee  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report. 

Through  the  support,  understanding  and  cooperation  of  many  people,  Chapter  730  of 
the  Acts  of  1988  was  passed  and  funded.  As  a  result,  the  Towns  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth 
shared  an  additional  $638,693.  The  receipt  of  these  funds  allowed  Dighton  to  pay  its 
1987-88  assessment  in  full.  Programs  and  services  were  saved!

1987  -  88  School  /ear 

As  the  school  distric  progressed  into  its  first  year  of  K-l  ..  re.ionulization,  efforts  to 
ensure  K-l 2  programme  consistency  between  and  within  t  ie  !  >ighton  and  Rehoboth 
communities  materialized  with  the  establishment  of  a  number  of  committees.  The  first  of 
these  was  the  creation  of  the  Regional  Administrators  Curriculum  Council  (RACC). 

The  RACC  membership  consists  of  the  administrative  assistant  for  curriculum,  the 
administrator  of  pupil  services,  and  all  building  principals  and  exists  to  facilitate  communi¬ 
cation  and  decision-making  on  select  matters  dealing  with  instruction  and  curriculum.  It 
serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  superintendent  in  relation  to  instructional  program 
planning  for  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District. 

A  grant  proposal  was  submitted  during  this  school  year  to  the  Governor’s  Alliance 
Against  Drugs.  The  funds  from  this  grant  were  used  to  obtain  the  materials  and  necessary 
resources  to  expand  our  present  drug  education  program  in  grades  K-8. 

Along  with  drug  education,  the  issue  of  AIDS  was  also  seen  as  a  critical  area  of  study 
for  middle  school  students.  A  curriculum  for  students  in  grades  6-8  to  adequately  prepare 
our  students  to  deal  with  this  major  health  problem  was  implemented  during  the  spring  of 
1988. 

In  February,  1988,  the  high  school  English  department  participated  in  a  gifted  and 
talented  drama  program  through  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Arts  Collaborative.  This 
was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  area  under  this  funding  program  and  involved  approximately 
twenty  high  school  students. 

The  mathematics  committee  continued  its  work  during  this  school  year.  The  committee 
identified  instructional  objectives  and  materials  for  each  of  the  grade  levels  and  is  overseeing 
the  results  of  their  recommendations  for  refinement  purposes.  The  committee  also  recom¬ 
mended  a  basal  mathematics  series  for  grades  K-8. 

The  citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  can  be  assured  that  every  effort  is  being  made 
by  the  instructional  and  administrative  staff  to  provide  an  educational  program  of  the  highest 
calibre  for  the  students.  However,  these  high  standards  can  only  be  maintained  through 
the  support  given  the  schools  by  the  citizenry.

I  hereby  submit  my  second  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary 
and  Dighton  Middle  Schools: 


ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1988,  Kindergarten  through  grade  eight,  was 
649  students.  Compared  to  the  previous  year,  this  represents  a  decrease  of  4  students. 

ADMINISTRATION 

This  year  saw  the  addition  of  a  second  full-time  administrator  for  the  two  Dighton 
schools.  The  school  committee  created  the  position  of  assistant  principal,  K-8.  Mr.  John 
Durkee  was  hired  for  that  position.  Mr.  Durkee  had  previous  teaching  experience  in  the 
Athol  and  Dover  Public  Schools.  Other  supervisory  positions  included: 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Middle  School:  Mr.  George  Costa 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Elementary  School:  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico 

PERSONNEL 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  for  this  school  year: 

1.  June,  1988  saw  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth,  school  nurse  in  Dighton  for 
24  years.  Mrs.  Booth  was  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all  students,  parents,  and  school  staff 
members.  Her  sincere  concern  for  the  well-being  of  all,  her  expertise,  and  her  dedication 
to  the  nursing  profession  will  be  greatly  missed. 

2.  June,  1988  also  marked  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cummings  who  taught  Home 
Economics  at  Dighton  Middle  School  for  18  years.  Mrs.  Cummings  made  a  positive 
impact  on  the  lives  of  many  Dighton  students  over  her  teaching  tenure.  Sho  also  earned 
the  respect  of  her  colleagues  who  bade  her  a  fond  farewell. 

3.  Mrs.  Ann  Emerson,  grade  two  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Pamela  Tompson,  resource  room 
teacher,  took  leaves  of  absences  for  the  1988-89  school  year. 

4.  Mrs.  Gail  O’Connor  was  hired  to  fill  the  grade  two  vacancy.  Mrs.  O’Connor  had 
previously  held  the  position  of  tutor  on  the  consulting  team. 

5.  Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  Kelley  was  hired  for  the  special  education  position. 

6.  Mrs.  Cherie  Martin  was  hired  as  the  new  home  economics  teacher  at  the  Middle  School. 
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7.  A  new  position  of  teacher  on  the  consulting  team  was  created  and  this  was  filled  by 
Mrs.  Diane  Rasmussen  who  was  previously  a  tutor  in  the  Chapter  I  program. 

8.  Mrs.  Gail  Nunes  was  hired  as  the  new  school  nurse. 

9.  New  support  personnel  included  Mrs.  Dianne  Worden,  consulting  team  tutor,  and 
Mrs.  Judith  Lake,  Chapter  I  instructional  aide. 

10.  Additions  to  the  custodial  and  cafeteria  staff  included  Mr.  Sam  DelSignore,  Mrs. 
Jo- Anne  Fletcher,  and  Mrs.  Carole  Zucco.  Mrs.  Roberta  Hess  transferred  to  the  high 
school  cafeteria,  and  Mrs.  Ann  Belanger  resigned. 

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

The  coming  of  the  1988-89  school  year  brought  with  it  two  new  exciting  programs 
to  the  Dighton  Middle  School.  The  first  was  the  implementation  of  the  CLAS  program. 
The  acronym  CLAS  stands  for  “Computer  Learning  Assisted  Site.”  A  classroom  was 
developed  with  25  new  Apple  Ilgs  computers  available  to  be  used  as  tools  by  the  students 
in  their  education.  This  innovative  program  was  launched  mainly  through  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Raymond  Medeiros,  grade  eight  social  studies  teacher.  At  this  point,  more  than  half 
of  the  staff  has  utilized  the  new  computer  site  for  instruction. 

The  other  new  program  implemented  at  the  Middle  School  was  the  Quest  program. 
This  is  a  nationally  renowned  program  which  trains  adolescent  age  students  to  make  wise 
decisions.  The  decision  making  process  learned  by  the  students  will  then  hopefully  be  used 
in  the  many  areas  of  pressure  that  teenagers  feel  today.  All  sixth  and  seventh  grade  students 
in  Dighton  will  go  through  the  Quest  program  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Judith 
Parker  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Caron. 

At  Dighton  Elementary  School,  a  primary  objective  this  year  was  to  implement  a  new 
parent  volunteer  program.  Mr.  Durkee  took  on  this  responsibility,  and  the  early  indications 
are  that  it  will  be  a  big  success. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  following  areas  are  under  review:  a  committee  has 
been  formed  to  review  and  revise  the  social  studies  curriculum  for  K-5.  Grades  6-8  will  be 
targeted  for  the  next  school  year.  Another  committee  is  studying  the  library  skills  program 
for  K-12.  A  third  committee  is  looking  at  our  district  testing  policies  and  how  they  relate 
to  our  curriculum. 

I  would  also  make  mention  here  that  both  Dighton  Elementary  and  Dighton  Middle 
School  received  notice  in  December  that  they  have  received  accreditation  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  This  was  the  culmination  of  the  two  year 
self-study  process  recently  completed  at  each  school.  The  next  phase  of  the  study  is  to 
implement  the  various  recommendations  made  by  the  visiting  teams. 
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In  the  area  of  standardized  testing,  we  received  the  results  of  the  State  Curriculum 
Assessment  Tests  which  were  taken  last  spring  by  our  fourth  and  eighth  graders.  As  a 
school  district,  we  were  at  or  above  the  state  norm  in  all  areas.  In  October,  1988  our  third 
and  seventh  graders  took  the  State  Basic  Skills  Tests.  The  results  for  that  have  not  yet 
been  received.  A  decision  has  yet  to  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  our  students  will  continue 
to  take  the  California  Achievement  Tests. 

FACILITIES 

October,  1988  saw  the  dedication  of  the  new  reference  center  at  Dighton  Middle 
School.  It  was  named  the  Leo  T.  Wontkowski  Instructional  Media  Center  in  honor  of  Mr. 
Wontkowski’s  20  years  of  service  to  the  school  as  principal. 

The  regional  school  district  committee  appointed  a  new  building  committee  for  Dighton 
which  began  its  work  in  the  spring  of  1988.  They  are  studying  the  needs  and  have  made 
recommendtions  regarding  both  schools  in  Dighton. 

CONCLUSION 

Having  recently  completed  my  first  year  as  principal  of  the  Dighton  schools,  I  eagerly 
look  forward  to  the  future.  Not  only  was  my  first  year  a  learning  experience  for  me,  but 
it  provided  me  with  an  understanding  of  the  positive  values  that  the  Dighton  schools  stand 
for.  I  am  excited  to  be  a  part  of  that  process.  With  all  factions  of  the  school  and  community 
working  together,  we  can  continue  to  provide  to  our  students  the  quality  education  they 
deserve. 

I  would  like  to  close  by  offering  a  special  word  of  thanks  to  the  Dighton  Parents’ 
Group  led  by  Mr.  John  Meyers,  their  dedicated  president.  Their  generosity  in  time  and 
resources  is  a  tremendous  benefit  to  our  students  and  staff.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1988. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1988,  was  799  students,  a  decline  of  45 
students  from  last  year.  Of  this  total  405  were  males  and  394  females.  Our  seniors,  the 
Class  of  1989,  has  214  potential  graduates.  The  newest  class,  the  Class  of  1992,  has  185 
students. 


CLASS  of  1988 

This  senior  class  had  204  graduates,  76  (37%)  of  whom  were  from  Dighton.  Of  those 
76,  fifty  (66%)  went  on  to  further  schooling,  twenty-four  (31%)  went  to  work  and  2  (3%) 
went  into  one  of  the  branches  of  the  armed  services. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  awarded  to  32  members  of  the  Class 
and  8  of  them  received  Certificates  of  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  4  years  of  high  school. 

The  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  received  75  completed  applications  for  scholar¬ 
ships  and  awarded  75  scholarships  including  5  grants  to  students  graduating  from  the 
Vocational  School.  Total  awards  amounted  to  $35,000. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

1.  Mr.  William  Grover,  a  respected  and  august  member  of  the  Social  Studies  Department, 
retired  in  November  after  27  years  of  service  to  the  students  of  D-R.  He  will  be  much 
missed  but  not  forgotten. 

2.  Mrs.  Michelle  Deschenes,  Mathematics,  took  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  1st  semester 
to  have  a  child  (daughter).  She  will  be  returning  the  second  semester. 

3.  Mrs.  Kristen  DeMoura  was  added  to  the  Foreign  Language  Department  to  teach  Latin. 
She  replaced  Mrs.  Christine  Weydemeyer  who  left  to  teach  at  Apponequet. 

4.  Mrs.  Phyllis  Petrin  was  added  to  the  Foreign  Language  Department  to  teach  French 
and  Portuguese. 

5.  Ms.  Meg  Anderson  was  added  to  the  Special  Needs  Department  in  a  new  program  to 
assist  those  students  with  mild  emotional/behavior  needs. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  Construction  began  on  the  renovations  and  additions  in  October.  The  expected  date 
of  completion  will  be  sometime  in  the  Summer  of  1990. 

2.  The  English  Department  sponsored  15  different  essay  and  writing  contests  at  the  local, 
state  and  national  levels.  Also,  a  new  SAT/PS  AT  Preparation  Program  was  instituted 
for  juniors  and  seniors. 

After  surveying  area  colleges  most  often  applied  to  by  our  students,  a  new  teaching 
method  called  modem  citation  of  research  papers  was  added  for  the  college-bound 
students  in  order  that  they  be  better  prepared  for  this  type  of  teaching  in  college. 

3.  Social  Studies  had  4  juniors  —  Christopher  Arsenault,  Andy  McConville,  Lynne 
Pimento  and  Keith  Wargat  —  participate  in  the  WLNE  NewsGame.  In  addition,  Mr. 
Orin  Holmes  led  his  5  Modern  Government  classes  in  a  simulation  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1787  at  the  Goff  Hall  in  Rehoboth. 

4.  New  programs  were  added  to  the  Science  Department:  2  +  2  Tech/Prep,  Global 
Science  —  Energy,  Resources,  Environment,  and  Marine  Science  for  semester  2  as  part 
of  the  Environmental  Problems  course.  A  new  text  was  introduced  in  the  Accelerated 
Biology  classes  and  was  well  received  by  students. 

5.  An  active  Peer  Leadership  Group  was  brought  together  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Special  Needs  Department  led  by  Mrs.  Corinne  Pridham  and  Ms.  Jane  DeCristofaro. 
The  students  involved  in  the  program  along  with  Student  Government  sponsored  the 
following  programs:  Suicide  Prevention,  Parent-Child  Relationships,  AIDS  Aware¬ 
ness,  Eating  Disorders,  Substance  Abuse.  In  addition,  computer  programs  were  de¬ 
veloped  in  vocabulary,  spelling  and  mathematics. 

6.  The  Guidance  Department  instituted  the  College  Counsel  Program.  The  student,  along 
with  his  or  her  parents,  completes  a  series  of  questions  to  help  define  preferences  of 
colleges,  careers  and  costs.  This  data  along  with  information  provided  by  the  guidance 
counselor  is  transmitted  overnight  to  College  Counsel.  Via  the  computer  terminal  a 
portfolio  is  provided  back  to  D-R  for  each  student  that  assists  them  in  selecting  the 
program  and  college  that  best  meets  their  preference  and  profile. 
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CONCLUSION 


After  serving  on  numerous  Building  Committees  during  my  20  years  at  D-R,  it  was 
with  lukewarm  enthusiasm  that  I  accepted  yet  another  membership  on  the  latest  one. 
Previous  disappointments  had  conditioned  me  not  to  get  my  hopes  too  high.  This  committee’s 
assurances  that  “This  time  would  be  different”  did  little  to  alter  the  preconceived  notions 
of  this  conditioned  skeptic. 

You  can  imagine  my  elation  when  the  bond^issue  proposal  went  forward  and  the 
townspeople  both  towns  overwhelmingly  approved  it.  Beyond  my  own  personal  euphoria 
one  could  see  the  rejuvenation  of  the  staff  immediately  as  they  became  involved  in  the 
planning  of  the  specifics  to  be  done  in  their  own  areas. 

Construction  began  in  October  and  one  need  only  ride  by  to  see  the  remarkable 
transformation  that  has  taken  place  already.  While  we  understand  there  will  be  many 
interruptions  until  work  is  completed,  we  see  only  the  vision  of  the  completed  project  so 
as  to  not  let  any  little  inconveniences  dismay  us. 

We  anticipate  an  official  open  house  for  the  public  sometime  in  Fall  1990.  We  don’t 
want  to  wait  until  then,  however,  to  thank  you.  I  want  to  gratefully  acknowledge  on  behalf 
of  all  faculty  and  students  the  role  played  by  those  who  had  the  vision  and  tenacity  to  go 
forward.  Finally,  a  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  good  people  of  both  towns  who  supported  it.  We 
know  that  the  education  of  your  children  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  new  and  renovated 
facilities  that  will  be  made  available  to  them  when  the  project  is  completed.

Postural  Screening: 

297  students  in  grades  5  through  8  were  screened. 

7  students  were  referred  for  further  evaluation. 

All  were  positive  and  are  receiving  care. 
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Immunization  Program: 

Immunization  for  Diptheria,  Pertussis,  and  Tetanus  (DPT),  Measles,  Mumps,  and 
Rubella  (MMR),  and  Polio  were  offered  to  all  children  of  Dighton  free  of  charge  by  the 
Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  Dighton  School.
